istrator, he cited the disastrous results 
to railroad properties and transporta- 
tion service encountered in govern- 
ment railway operation of the same 
period. His belief is that government 
ownership and operation by suppress- 
ing individualism, initiative, enterprise 
and invention are subversive of all 
true progress. 


In support of his demands that the 


government be kept out of commer- 
cial business, and that we be spared 
the ills and blights of bureaucracy he 
quoted effectively the late Samuel 
Gompcrs as saying in Montreal in 
1920, "I believe there is no man 
to whom I would take second po- 
sition in my loyalty to the republic 
of the United States, and yet I would 
-IK* give it more jxwer over the indi- 


MR. HOOVER'S ADDRESS 


In the most challenging speech he 


has thus far delivered Mr. Hoover at 
the Madison Square Garden meeting 


, in New York city assailed the 
farm 


and water power proposals of Gov. 
Smith and Democrats as governmen- 
tally unsound and socialistic in their 
tendencies. He declared that entrance 
by the government into any form of" 
commercial business is a false liberal- 
ism and socially, economically and po- 
litically destructive. He held rigidly 
to the doctrine that America's enviable 
position in the world, constituting as 
it does the most successful political 
experiment in the history of the world 
and the most prosperous and progres- 
sive nation on earth, has been realized 


$ solely and wholly on its rejection of 


European systems and its govern- 
mental policy of encouraging individ- 
ualism and initiative to the utmost. 


After pointing out the 
fallacy of 


government operation of any kind of 
business, due to the setting up for its 
conduct of a vast bureaucracy, con- 
.stant interference by hordes of hun- 
gry politicians and office-holders and 
a congress of more than five hundred 
members serving as its board of direc- 
tors, he declared that: "Every step of 
bureaucratizing the business of our 
country poisons the very roots of lib- 
eralism; that is, political equality, free 
..speech, free assembly, free press, 


and equality of opportunity. 
It is 


a road not to more liberty but to 
less liberty." He further laid down the 
proposition that America's prosper- 
ity is no idle expression, and that 
the policies and forces in the great 
American experiment in human wel- 
fare which have "yielded a degree of 
'well-being unparalleled in all the 
world" are not to be lightly cast aside 
or exchanged for something new. 


Asserting that the very essence of 


equality of opportunity and American 
individualism is that "there shall be no 
domination by any group or combina- 
tion in this republic, whether it be 
business or political," he insisted that 
the people "have the right to know 
whether we can continue to solve our 
great problems without abandonment 
of our American system," and by way 
of answer added, "I know we can." 


Mr. Hoover declared himself as un- 


- alterably opposed to government inva- 


sion of the commercial business field 
even by initial investment or develop- 
ment without operation, save where it 
arose as a necessary adjunct or by- 
product of public works for naviga- 
tion, flood control, irrigation and na- 
tional defense. At this point he is 
squarely at issue with Gov. Smith on 
the proposition of governmental de- 
velopment and ownership of commer- 
cial and industrial undertakings for 
their own end. He expressed himself 
as further opposed to the government 
going into any phase of the agricultur- 
al industry as inherently unsound, im- 
practical and injurious to the best in- 
terests of the farmer. Incidentally, Mr. 


vidual citizenship of our country. It if 
a question of whether it shall be gov- 
ernment ownership or private owner- 
ship under control. * * * If I were 
in the minority,of one in this conven- 
tion I would want to cast my vote so 
that the men of labor shall not will- 
ingly enslave themselves to govern- 
ment authority in their industrial ef- 
fort for freedom."

with all Its political currents their final em- 
ployer and master. Their bargaining does not 
rest upon economic need or 
economic 


strength, but on political potence. • • • 


Bureaucracy does not tolerate the spirit of 


independence; It spreads the spirit of submis- 
sion Into our daily life and penetrates 
the 


temper of our people, not with the habit of 
powerful resistance to wrong, but with the 
habit of timid acceptance of irresistible 
might. 
Bureaucracy is ever desirous of 


spreading Its influence and its power. You 
cannot extend the mastery of the govern- 
ment over the daily working life of a people 
without at the same time making it the 
master of the people's soul and thoughts. 


Mr. Hoover's Madison Square Gar- 


den speech is one of the most pro- 
found and thorough statements of the 
cat,e against government ownership 
and operation and associated doctrine 
yet made, whether by an autbority on 
government, economics or sociology. 
It is a powerful 
indictment of the 


weaknesses and fallacies of the system 
both in theory and in practice. To our 
mind it is as conclusive as it is final in 
its application to the government of 
the United States.

But tho picture of Bunyan which 


is most familiar to the world Is that 
of a very different kind of man. It 
Is the picture not of a peasant or 
a simple workman but the portrait 
of an aristocrat. No matter that he 
was not actually an aristocrat; bis 
portrait gives that effect. 


There la the long 
hair falling 


down to his shoulders that we are 
familiar with in the pictures of 
Milton and that was affected by the 
aristocrats of the day.

Some months ago when, in anticipa- 
tion of this anniversary, I printed ' 
an article in this column suggest- 
ing that the convention legend of , 
Bunyan might profitably be revis 
ed, the Bunyan defenders became 
very earnest. 


May I suggest timidly that it Is 


not improbably that Bunyan's per- 
iod of imprisonment for conscience 
sake was not as hard on Bunyan 
as is commonly supposed? His por- * 
trait suggests to me at least that 
it is possible that he got consider- 
able satisfaction out of his several 
terms in jail. It is significant that 
the one book he took with him to. 
prison, in addition fo We Bible, waa 
Fox's "Book of Martyrs." Human 
nature being what it is among both 
saints and sinwers, It Is very high- 
ly probable that Bunyan dramatiz- 
ed himself and saw himself as a 
character in a future Book of Mar- 
tyrs. Certain natures get Intense 
Joy out of martyrdom — and they 
are usually not the mild and the 
meek'but persons who have develop- 
ed positive personalities. 


Whether this guess in regard to 


Bunyan Is correct or not, it is quite 
certain that his imprisonment was 
the luckiest thing that happened to 
him. 
If the English government 


had allowed him to preach as he 
pleased he would probably never 
have been more than an effective 
local preacher, known In a county 
or two and forgotten within a gen- 
eration after his death. 


Confined to prison, he was like 


a stream that is dammed up. In the 
end he became a torrent. It is signi- 
ficant that he did not begin "Pil- 
grim's Progress" until his third pri- 
son term. He had served two six 
year terms and when he was ar- 
rested for a third time he began the 
immortal allegory. The long per- 
iods of enforced contemplation gave 
him the opportunity to grow Into 
his book.

ARIS—It has never entered my 
mind to undertake to create 
theatrical costumes. I feel no 


inclination whatever to do so. There 
is, however, a type of dress destined 
to be worn.ajnd exhibited-to-the-pub- 
lic which, while not coming under 
the heading of costume. Is discern- 
ible by being a shade more extrava- 
gant and conveying a hint of eccen- 
tricity nonexistant in an ordinary 
gown. 


I am now speaking of the type of 


dress usually worn by the profes- 
sional "ballroom dancer." An es- 
sential condition of 
such • a dress 


is that It must not by any means 
look theatrical. Yet It should have 
a distinctive dressiness about It that 
would be out of place for a non-pro- 
fessional. For the ballroom dancer's 
gown is an 
entirely different one 


from the ordinary evening gown. In 
color, cut, decorative ornamentation 
and even in such things as decolle- 
tage and length, -it makes its own 
rules. It is considered an asset for 
such a gown to attract attention, 
which, of course is never the rule fol- 
lowed In choosing evening --gowns 
for non-professional wear. 


MUST BE SUPPLE 


But the correct gown for the ball- 


room dancer should entirely avoid 


a stagey look. What I dislike in any 
stage costume, however beautiful its 
coloring may be, is its lack of sup- 
pleness. This, of course, does not 
apply to character dancers. 


The qualities I 
seek most to 


achieve when creating such a dress 
and which are absent In all other 
stage costumes are those of grace, 
movement and undulation. Anything 
likely to hinder movement and the 
rhythm of the dance—essential fac- 
tors of such danseuses—Is not only 
to be avoided but accentuated. Ev- 
ery Mnovement the dancer is liable

be used in moderation as it is of the 
utmost importance they should con- 
vey the Impression of the perform- 
er's lithe body.

hanced by a glittering -waistbelt It 
has no other object but that of out- 
lining the slim grace of the artiste.
